Death took Baby George Louis when 
hopes for his survival were at their 
highest. The firemen, who worked so 
unceasingly under the direction of 
Lieut. Sam Shonfield of squad No. 5, 
even the doctors and nurses thought 
he was gaining strength and that he 
showed more signs of recovery than 
ever—when suddenly he went limp.

activities the Mexican congress has 
passed a law presumably doing away

Yana, who will reflect the sentiments 
of President Calles, can propose any 
course hostile to the United States. 
The possibility of troublous times 
at Havana existed in certain proposals 
offered for the consideration of the 
impending conference at the confer- 
ence of 1923. Several of these were 
aimed in a hostile way at the United 
States. The purpose of their authors, 
representing considerable sentiment in 
latin-American countries, was to have 
their proposals incorporated in the 
codification of international law in- 
trusted to a commission of jurists. 


Aimed at Intervention. 


Several of the proposals submitted 
five years ago for consideration this 
year aimed to establish as a codified 
principle of international law that 
there should be “no intervention by 
one American state in the internal af- 
fairs of another American state.” 
This was directly aimed at the United 
States and at present would have an 
intimate application to the Niacraguan 
situation. 

This and related proposals were re- 
ferred to the commission of jurists 
entrusted with the codification of inter- 
national law. The commission decided 
that they appeared to overlap the line 
of American political policy and de- 
clined to give them consideration in the 
work of codification. 

They have been referred by the com- 
mission to the Havana conference, but 
as they do not appear in the agenda 
of that conference they cannot be 
taken up for consideration except by 
a vote of two-thirds of the republics 
represented.

Costes and Lebrix Make

PANAMA CITY, Jan. 13.— Three 
flyers who have spanned the Atlantic 
met here today amid the plaudits of 
thousands of citizens of Panama and 
Americans who live in the Canal Zone. 


Lebrix, the French flyers who crossed 
the south Atlantic and who left Guay- 
aquil, Ecuador, at 7 a. m. on a non- 
stop flight of about 800 miles, arrived 
at Campo Lindbergh at 4:15 p. m.

Army men described their landing as 
equaling that of the American fiyer.

HEAD OFF CHIEF 


Nicaragua Due to Get 
New U. S. Loan Soon. 


MANAGUA, ‘Nicaragua, Jan, 13.— 
(/)—While American marine planes 
have been bombing the Sandino rebel 
forces steadily near Quilali, marine 
infantry detachments are concentrat- 
ing in the eastern part of the state 
of Nueva Segovia to cut, off Gen. San- 
dino from the Coco river in case he 
should try to escape.

MANAGUA, Nicaragua, Jan. 13.—A 
bomb which was to have been dropped 
on the rebel Gen. Sandino’s forces ac- 
cidentally fell off a marine plane fly- 
ing over Managua today. It dropped 
through the roof of a restaurant in the 
center of the city and buried itself 
in the wall, while the patrons rushed 
to the street. The bomb did not ex- 
plode because of the safety device,

discharged.

one of the leading Smith supporters. 
“The reception which Gov. Smith's 
jetter received at last night’s dinner 
was highly gratifying. The selection 
of Houston is perfectly ‘satisfactory. 


Quit McAdoo for Smith. 


“T was surprised at the number of 
Democrats from states which were in 
the McAdoo column in 1924 who vol- 
yntarily have expressed their support 
of Smith. The situation could not 
be better from the Smith standpoint.” 
‘Mr. Mack admitted that a two-thirds 
yote for Smith in the convention had 
not been definitely lined up as yet. He 

however, that the required 
number of votes would be obtained.

CUBA. | 

President Coolidge is on his way to Havana, a 

visit of friendship to all the other American re- 
puSfics whose representatives will be assembled 
for the Pan-American congress. It is intended 
as a good will demonstration to make plain the 


interest of the United States in the advancement 


of stability of all the peoples to the south. 

In this congress the representatives of the 
United States will hear the policy of their govern- 
ment, its intentions and acts, seriously questioned 
if the other delegations are as frank as they may 
be expected to be. Nicaragua will point many of 
these questions. If good will is to be a matter of 
more than occasional phrase it will be necessary 
to give answers. The distrust cannot be ignored 
or aimlessly considered if good fonsequences are 
to come out of the conference. One course would 
be to reconsider the statement and the meaning of 
the Monroe Doctrine. | 

In its original form of a century ago the Monroe 
Doctrine was property a defiant protective gesture, 
voiced and to be interpreted by the United States 
alone. But, since its pronouncement, society and 
government in the western hemisphere have 
changed: Infant republics have become adult re- 
publics, south of the Rio Grande as well as north. 


New nationalisms have been born that were not in 
existence in 1828. The field of necessity for the 


Monroe Doctrine has grown smaller as the coun- 
tries the United States professed to protect from 
foreign intervention have become more and more 
able to guard their own rights. On the other 
hand, the added duties superimposed on the Mon- 
roe Doctrine are still pressing. John Quincy 
Adams and James Monroe could not have foreseen 
the United States sending marines into Nicaragua 
to defend a government selected for protection by 
the United States because the state department 
had decided that its color was the more constitu- 
In itself, the Monroe Doctrine did not contem- 
plate such invasions on sovereignty. They have 
come with the subsequent reinterpretations. The 
trouble lies in the fact that though the original 
doctrine might properly stand as an ex parte pol- 
icy, to be maintained by the United States alone, 
today’s implications are irritating because the 
United States arrogates to itself the sole right of 
enforcement. The Monroe Doctrine needs re- 
examination and, if it prove feasible, revision. 
Keeping the essential policy intact, it tan still be 
rewritten so that the United States alone will not 
be the self-constituted guardian of the whole west- 
ern world. 

The success of the Havana conference will 
depend on whether or not the first steps are taken 
toward the realization of this project.

THROUGH THE LAW’S 
LOOPHOLES. 


A former policeman walked into the store of a 
friend the other evening. He was met by a shot, 
whith went wild. Two young men were in the proc- 
ess of holding up the store. Thg former policeman 
drew his own gun and shot and killed the robber 
who had fired at him. The other robber escaped. 
With the identification of the dead robber, it was 
learned that two years ago he been arrested 
with three youthful companions. The four had 
committed a robbery and taken refuge in a base- 
ment. It took bullets and tear bombs to subdue 
them. 

The question is: What was this robber, evidently 
a lawless one despite his youth, doing out on the 
street, free and improving his freedom by com- 
mitting another robbery at the point of a gun? 
It was luck and no lack of murderous intention 
that saved the former policeman’s life. Why was 
this habitual robber and potential murderer not 
behind bars where he belonged on his record? Is 
one robbery followed by a battle with the police 
not enough to put a criminal away from society 
for more than two years? | 

We have not investigated this case of Stanley 
Hodana to learn the reason he was out and com- 
mitting more crimes. There is no need of inquiry 
to know that something went wrong in the process 
of bringing him to justice. He was out. That is 
enough.

THE GREATEST CIRCULATION. 

Chicago, Jan. 12.—Allow me to sub- 
mit the following comment 
letter signed by John C. Deehl published 
fn your issue of Jan. 12, in which he 
questions an editorial Statement to the 
effect that “the Chicago public library 
circulates more books than any other 
library in the world.” ' 

Your editorial statement is exactly 
and incontrovertibly true. According to 
the Wheeler tables quoted by your cor- 
respondent the Chicago public library 
in 1926 circulated 11,002,736 volumes; 
the New York public library during 
|the same year circulated 9,018,339. The 
next largest library circulation men- 
tioned in the tables referred to} or any- 
where else in the world, ts Cleveland: 
6,287,331. The Chicago circulation for 
1927 was 12,816,807, but statistics from 
other cities are not yet available for 
that year. The figures quoted are taken 
from the same Wheeler tablessthat our 
eritic used and they tell! a true story, 
namely, that the Chicago public library 
circulateé more books in that year than 
any other single library in the world. 

We do not brag about this particu- 
larly. No libraries like to brag of 
their circulation, and there are many 
things that we do of which we are 
prouder than of having the “ largest 
circulation in the world.” But circu- 
lation statistics happen to afford a spec- 
tacular visualization of a library’s ac- 
tivities and hence are quite generally, 
though quite unfairly, used as a meas- 
uring stick of its general efficiency. 
We are even less inclined to brag in 
this particular instance, because we 
know that the New York public library

What your correspo#fient has done is 
to add up the circulation activities of 
two large ingtitutions engaged in ths 
lending of books in the same territory. 
These are the New York public library 
and the New York board of education. 
The former spends about $1,225,000 a 
year ‘on its. circulation department 
alone [$256,000 for books) and serves 
the general public in the borough of 
Manhattan through forty-six handsome 
and spacious brarich libmary buildings 
erected from a $5,500,000 gift of An- 
drew Carnegie. The New York board 
of education conducts a large library 
department comprising over 500 school 
libraries and over 11,000 elass room 
collections, has a book stock of about 
$00,000 volumes, spends a little under 
$100,000 a year for books and circu- 
lates annually over 9,000,000 volumes 
in the schools alone. , 

In Chicago the book expenditure for 
the same fiscal period was $245,000, and 
we do all of the library work that is 
done in the schools, and are rapidly tak- 
ing on more and more of it.

THEN REPUBLIC 


Last Monarchy to Fall in 
the New World. 


BY JOHN CLAYTON.

RIO DE JANEIRO, Brazil, Jan. 13. 
Most of the nations of the world 
which occupy vast expanses of terri- 
tory have immense regions of desert 
land, which can be made productive 
only at great expense, and much land 
which never will produce. 

Brazil, young giant of South Amer- 
ica. has comparatively few acres with- 
in its far-flung frontiers that is not a 
potential source of wealth. From the 
dim forests of the Amazon basin to the 
plains of Rio Grande do Sul, from the 
great bastions of the Andes to the 
Atlantic, the land. teems with growth 
and natural wealth. 

Brazil’s colonization began before 
the first English settlements were 
made on the north Atlantic coast. 
It is young in the sense that its rapid 
development began only fifty years 
ago. But for the accident of gold and 
diamonds most of its population might 
have been confined to the seacoast 
and the nearby plateaus until the 
close of the nineteenth century. 


A Bloodless Revolution. 

The United States of Brazil, created 
a republic by the bloodless revolution 
of 1889, includes twenty states and 
the territory of Acre, ceded by Bo- 
livia in 1903. It is the largest inte- 
gral country in the Americas, stretch- 
ing over 38 degrees of latitude, and 
the same in longitude. More than 
two-fifths of the land between the 
Isthmus of Panama and Cape Horn 
is within Brazil’s borders. It is sec- 
ond in population of the western na- 
tions, with nearly 35,000,000 people. 

Along its eastern seaboard are cities 
which were busy centers of trade be- 
fore the Pilgrims landed at Plymouth 
Rock.’ In its western and equatoria! 
forests are districts still unexplored 
by any white man. Four thousand 
miles of ocean wash its shores, and 
seven thousand miles of frontiers sepa- 
rate it from its neighbors. 

Much Hill Country. 

Much of the Brazilian, hinterland, 
atop the great inland plateau, is hilly. 
The highest mountain attains an alti- 
tude ef 9,000 feet. Two ranges, the 
Serra do Mar, which is the uptilted 
edge of the great plateau, and the 
Guiana Massif, to the north, regulate 
the flow of its rivers and play an 
important part in the drainage. 3 

The Parimas send the flow of the 
northern rivers into the Amazon ba- 
sin. The Amazon itself, rising in 
the Andes not many miles from the 
Pacific coast, and flowing through the 
heart of Brazil, is fed by a thousand 
streams from south and north. 

Carries Ocean Vessels. 

‘The Amazon itself, from its mouth 
to Iquitos in Peru, will carry ocean 
going steamers. As far as Manaos, 
a magnificent inland port left almost 
desolated by the break of the rubber 
boom, vessels of 7,000 tons can ascend 
at all seasons. Iquitos accommodates 
ships up to 4,000 tons. 

The discovery of Brazil in 1500 by 
Pedro Alvares Cabral was something 
of an accident. Vasco de Gama had 
only recently returned from his first 
triumphant voyage to India and Ca- 
bral, early in 1500, was sent out with 
an expedition of thirteen ships. To 
avoid the doldrums he shayed his 
course well to the westward, and, 
driven far out to sea, sighted an un- 
charted region. He touched near what 
is now Porto Seguro in Bahia. Ca- 
bral took possession of the land for 
the Portuguese crown. 


_, Gave America His Name. 


As soon as Cabral’s report reac 
Lisbon, King Manuel prepared another 
expedition, a member of which was 
the Florentine pilot Amerigo Ves- 
pucei. It explored the coast of Brazil 
to the southward of Bahia and re- 
turned, to be followed in 1503 by a 
second expedition commanded by Con- 
calo Coelho, accompanied by Vespuc- 
ci. It was Amerigo Vespucci’s signa-, 
ture to the reports of this land which ) 
led to the suggestion that the new 
continent be named for the uienmed 
of the expedition. 

When, in 1578, Philip of Spain took 
possession of Portugal its colenies be- 
came the prey of Spain's enemies. 
French, British, and Dutch corsairs 
harassed Brazil's coasts, burning and 
looting her cities, the Dutch finaly 
seizing Pernambuco. Twenty-five years 
they ruled this colony, which was al- 
ready a slave labored plantation state. 

When Portugal regained possession 
of its colonies in 1640, the first dis- 
covery of gold had just been made in 
the interior, and to such staple crops 
as sugar, cacao, and tobacco was 
added the immense tribute of precious 
metals and precious stones. 

Here began the great period of colo- 
nial advance, a period which dotted 
the sertao of Minas Geraes with cities 
which are today only ghost towns with 
empty houses. 

Twenty Per Cent of Gold to King. 


Portugal extorted rich tribute from 
its colonists in those early days. 
Twenty per cent of all gold went to 
the king and all diamonds were re- 
served,for him. A governor general 
‘Was appointed.

‘CONGRESS GETS BILL

WAR MINISTER 


Gessler Quits to Avert 
Cabinet Crisis.

BERLIN, Jan. 13.—Otto Gessler, 
who for almost eight years controlled 
the war ministry of Germany and the 
remnants of the former kaiser’s army, 
resigned late last night after a stormy 
cabinet session. Officially, it was be- 
cause his heelth is broken. In reality, 
it was because he had failed in his 
efforts to curb the ambition of officers 
and had become entangled in their 
financial and political scandals. 

A group of die hard officers, deter- 
mined to play a political réle, came 
to the conclusion that the best way to 
do so was to appeal to the masses 
through the silver screen—motion pic- 
tures. They loaned funds to the Phoe- 
bus Film company. The company 
went broke and the reichswehr found 
itself with a film company on its 
‘hands. The public demanded an in- 
vestigation. A report was made but 
never was published. 

The French succeeded in obtaining a 
copy of the secret report, and when 
the leader of the German Democrats, 
Erich Koch, called on Premier Poin- 
care Wednesday the French premier 
denounced the activities of the reichs- 
wehr camarilla, acting behind Herr 
Gessler’s back, as an obstacle to the 
reconciliation of France and Germany. 
Herr Koch immediately reported to 
Foreign Minister Stresemann, who was 
unaware of the details of the scandal. 
Dr. Stresemann called an extraor- 
dinary cabinet session and Herr Gess- 
ler was compelled to resign “ because 
of failing health.” — 

‘The foreign minister hopes to avoid 
a cabinet crisis, which is bound to 
come if the truth of the conference 
between Herr Koch and Premier Poin- 


care and Herr Gessler’s inability to 
curb his officers is revealed to the 
German public. Dr. Stresemann 
favors the appointment of Herr Koes- 
ter, German minister at Riga, Latvia, 
as the successor to Herr Gessler.

Pedro Il. saw a republican party of 
growing strength develop. He had no, 
son. His daughter, Isabel, was mar- 
ried to a Bourbon. She had proved 
herself wise and capable when she 
acted as regent for her father during 
a serious illness; her great act of | 
statesmanship was the signature of the 
decree abolishing slavery.

Dom 
Pedro had lost the support of wealthy 
land owners through his daughter's 
decree. When, on Nov. 15, 1889, the 
republican leaders announced that an 
empire was no longer wanted, Dom 
Pedro and his daughter boarded a 
warship for Lisbon. Two years later 
he died in Paris.

The fact that he 
is not a university professor [although 
an LL.D. from Northwestern univer- 
sity and a Litt.D. from the University 
of Michigan, his almia mater}, nor a 
professional book writer in London or 
| Paris, but just a practicing lawyer liv- 
ling here among us in Chicago, has 
|} led his home community perhaps not 
to realize his preéminent capacity as a 
scholar. But he is a born scholar. 
Had circumstances pushed him into a 
university chair of history instead of 
into a counsel’s seat in the courtroom, 
the arid pages of modern historical 
literature would have blossomed at 
many a chapter into a garden of wit 
and philosophy. 

The only contemporary historian 
who has the swing of Zane is Trevel- 
yan. The distinctive thing about 
Zane’s writing, besides his instinct for 
style [that undefinable trait,] is that 
‘he has convictions of his own, and that 
jhe does not hesitate to record them. 
Any history, that is not a mere 
chronicle, is but a series of judgments. 
| Macaulay and Carlyle allure us [they 
|do mot always fascinate the same 
readers, of course] because they strew 
copious candid judgments, from page 
page, as they pass along. Marl- 
borough’’ says Macaulay, “was 
treacherous and avaricious, and Penn 
was too much of a courtier in a bad 
court.” 


“The French Revolutionary Assem- 
bly,” Carlyle pronounces, “ with end- 
less debating got the Rights of Man 
written down and promulgated—true 
paper basis of all paper constitutions— 
forgetting to ascertain the Mights of 
Man.”

The fight was the most pretentious 
indoor promotion undertaken by Tex 
Rickard since the memorable flasco 
enacted by Jimmy Maloney and Jack 
Delaney about a year ago and this 
was the first time since then that Mr.
